The  boys  varsity  basketball  team  started  the 
season  with  a lopsided  win  over  Sandwich,  90-68 
and  went  on  to  win  five  non-conference  games 
with  no  losses.  The  first  conference  game  was 
against  Falmouth,  home,  and  the  Canalmen  re- 
sponded to  the  terrific  pressure  by  winning  by  one 
point,  67-66.  Steve  Gendron  won  the  “Player  of 
the  Week”  award,  from  the  Standard  Times,  for  his 
play  during  the  game.  After  this  first  Capeway  win 
in  almost  two  years,  the  Canalmen  went  on  to 
beat  D-Y  and  Wareham. 

The  team,  with  a record  of  nine  wins  and  no 
losses,  went  to  the  Boston  Garden  to  play  Barn- 
stable (9-0)  on  March  21.
